As a highlight of the final day 
of its eight-month term, the court 
set aside the 1957 federal wire- 
tapping conviction of James But- 
ler (Big Jim) Elkins, well-known 
Portland, Ore., figure, and Ray- 
mond Frederick Clark, one of his 
employes. 


The high court held in the 5-4 
ruling that the trial court should 
not have permitted introduction of 
evidence admittedly seized ille- 
gally by state agents. 


The Greensboro golf course 
case also was decided by a 5-4 
vote, with Stewart again 
for the majority. Dissenters were 
Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
Justices Hugo L. Black, William

Deserves Priority 


Is the State Health Department fiz- 
zling or succeeding in giving the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital the type of ad- 
ministration it deserves? 

The preliminary statement issued by 
the Governor’s Advisory Commission on 
Mental Institutions following its Sunday 
inspection was not detailed enough to 
provide cut-and-dried answers to criti- 
cism which Baldwin County legislators 
have hurled at the hospital regime. 

But some good did come from the in- 
spection. 

The committee publicly recognized the 
need for better understanding of the han- 
dling of employe problems on the part of 
the mental health administrators. 

There seems to be a lack of commu- 
nication between the rank and file of 
employes and those in charge of manag- 
ing the hospital. The employes’ asso- 
ciation now being formed could lead to 
a better understanding provided it ex- 
ercises wisdom and discretion. 

Progress has been made in bring- 
ing about reforms at the hospital despite 
all the recent criticism. The Health de- 
partment deserves a fair shake in get- 
ting its program in full swing. It has not 
had sufficient time, money or person- 
nel to do s0. 

At the same time, it should be re- 
membered that the Schaefer committee 
and others have recommended establish- 
ment of a separate department, or com- 
mission, to administer Georgia's mental 
health program. If the Health department 
does not do the job adequately, then a 
separate department should be created. 

Meanwhile, it behooves all concerned 
to constantly place the welfare of patients 
above all other considerations—be they 
political or otherwise.

Miss Dickerson Goes 
But Charges Are Vague 


The forced resignation of Miss Mau- 
reen Dickerson as superintendent of the 
Georgia Training School for Girls comes 

urprise. 

r ge Kemper, director of the State 
Welfare Department, in announcing rea- 
sons for Miss Dickerson’s dismissal, is a 
little too vague to suit us. He said the 
school needs “‘a firmer hand.” He said the 
discipline wasnt “desirable.” He said 
Miss Dickerson hasn't been exerting the 
“control that’s needed.” 

All that may be. It’s not very spe- 
cific, though. State Rep. Tom C. Palmer 
Jr. of Pelham seems to us to be perfectly 
correct in his statement that Miss Dicker- 
son shouldn’t be forced out except for 
“serious cause.” | 

If a “serious cause” exists, the public 
hasn't been told of it. 

As to Kemper’s charge that the 
school’s girls need a firmer hand, we hope 
he remembers why Miss Dickerson was 
hired in the first place. A superintendent 
of a girls’ training school can, of course, 
be too easy-going. However, let’s hope 
that this is not an indication that we are 
turning back to the harsh discipline of 
bread and water and shaved heads that 
characterized the training school before 
Miss Dickerson took over.

Cheers for the board of Georgia's 
county commissioners for expressing in- 
terest in equalizing tax assessments. This 
thing needs doing. This group has the 
power to get the job done, if the mem- 
bers mean business.

Reds Keep Initiative 
On Disarmament Talks 


The Communists again have seized 
the propaganda play fram the West in 
walking out on the Geneva disarmament 
talks with the announced intention of 
piacing the whole issue before the United 
Nations. 

» The walkout came with great haste 
before the United States could presént the 


West’s newest counter-proposals to the 
latest and unacceptable Soviet Union 
timetable. Under that timetable the bal- 
ance of power would be altered in favor 
of the Russians before controlled and in- 
spected disarmament became a fact. 

The Soviets doubtless prefer the 
world propaganda stage of the United 
Nations, the majority of whom already 
have approved Western proposals. But 
there’s still hay to be made with “total 
disarmament” pleas and the Reds can be 
expected to take full advantage thereof. 

But in this conference, as in others, 
the West is made to appear unimagina- 
tive and slow. It’s time for some new ap- 
proaches.

Leaps Way Off Base 


Fielding Dillard is off base with his 
ill-tempered threat against employes of 
his State Income Tax Unit.

But the tone of his tirade against 
employes who have gone over his head 
amounts to intimidation, and is so general 
that it countermands an order of his boss, 
Revenue Commissioner Dixon Oxford. 

Oxford told employes at the outset: 
“All personnel of this department having 
any information of any irregularity shall 
report it immediately to the Director of 
Fraud and Intelligence Unit.” 

Mr. Dillard has now directly ordered 
the employes not to do what his boss or- 
dered them to do. Mr. Oxford owes the 
employes a clarification.

Rotation System Means 
A Weak State Senate 


A State Senate committee has begun 
a study which could have a most impor- 
tant bearing on strengthening that body 
as well as in shoring up the whole leg- 
islative branch. 

It long has been apparent to its mem- 
bers and to the public as well that the 
senate, by the very nature of its selec- 
tion, is the weakest link in our legislative 
process. Under the present rotation 
method of electing its membership, the 
upper house is an entirely new body 
every two years. With the exception of 
Fulton County—-a separate’ senatorial 
district—members are barred from suc- 
ceeding themselves. 

The Senate, by virtue of this rule, is 
a lame-duck group the day after elec- 
tion. This weakens its role in the Gen- 
eral Assembly with a corresponding 
strengthening of the House of Represent- 
atives. 

Various remedies are being consid- 
ered, including a proposal to redistrict the 
state by population brackets. Another 
would provide for four-year terms. Mak- 
ing counties of 100,000 or more separate 
senatorial districts would be of help. 

But there will be little real strength- 
ening of the state’s upper legislative house 
until the rotation system is brought to 
an end. It stands with the county unit 
system as outmoded and unfair. 

Conclusions of the study will be 
awaited with interest. But the Senate 
can do little to improve itself without 
the consent of the House. We can only 
hope that legislative jealousy will not 
stand in the way of really constructive 
moves to upgrade the Senate and the 
General Assembly itself.

Rules Group Holds Up . 


Congress Adjournment 


Early adjournment of Congress now 
hinges upon the House Rules Committee 
which is holding up several, important 
bills. The pending measures are of major 
importance and the committee should be 
accountable if they are bottled up for the 
session. 

Among the bills are those which 
would grant federal aid to schools, in- 
crease the minimum wage, provide new 
fiinds*for housing programs and estab- 
lish some kind of medical care assistance 
program for the elderly. On all of them 
the committee is riding herd, having 
voted to block a conference committee of 
House and Senate on the school-aid bill. 

In all these situations the compro- 
misers are at work with hope running 
high that something can be worked out 
on all of them. In the background is elec- 
tion-year politics with members anxious 
to make records acceptable to voters. 

Should the committee prevent action 
in the areas covered by these measures, 
all of them are bound to berome major 
political issues in the coming campaign. 
Legislation of a much more drastic nature 
could be the result in the next Congress.

Technology Is 
A Bag of Tools 


Americans wear the tread off a catch-phrase 
fast. “‘National purpose” had a fine, deep ring. 
But the name started dying of overuse before its 


It got so bad that Arthur Krock, noting reports that the bottle- 
nose dolphin has more sense than some people, commented that what 
the nation needs in this election year is a national porpoise.

If porpoises could sign petitions, they probably would endorse the 


definition of national purpose posed 


by Arthur Schlesinger Jr. ‘The 


choice of 1960,” he said, “is whether we are going to continue our 
present rush toward that classical condition of private opulence and 
public squalor which has always marked the decay of empires—this, 


or whether we are going to. . 


. resume the movement to fulfill the 


real promise of American life, a promise to be identified not by the 
glitter of our wealth but by the splendor of our ideals.” 

‘This is a fairly bottle-nosed way of stating the simple truth. 
Arnold J. Toynbee put it another way: 

“It looks as if, in the encounter between Russia and the West, 
the spiritual initiative, though not the technological lead, has now 
passed . . . from the Western to the Russian side.” 

One gathers Toynbee thinks the national purpose—if he has ever 
heard of the term—will require ‘‘moving off the technological plane 


into the spiritual plane.” 


“Technology is, of course, only a long Greek name for a bag of 
tools,”” he says. It's a good line for American technologists to paste 


in their homburgs. 


“But all tools are not of the material kind; there are spiritual 
tools as well,”” Toynbee says. Communism is busy using a creed while 


we wear out catch-phrases. 


Toynbee says communism originated as a product of uneasy 
Western consciences. Unease came because of the West's failure to 
live up to its professed Christian principles in economic and social 
life. Greed prevailed over brotherhood. Russia adopted the creed 
that it would get rid of inequality between rich minority and im- 
poverished majority and said greedy private enterprise never would. 

~ . . 


Instead of stating, as a national purpose, that private enterprise 
can and will, the United States has been too content to say communism 
can't and won't. But communism demonstrably can, will and is doing 
so. It is costing the individual his liberty, of course, and because of 
this communism won't be permanently satisfying, Toynbee thinks. 

Right now, though, the Communists’ creed is proving effective, 
not because theirs is right, but because we don’t seem to have one 
of our own that we believe in. Call it a creed or a Christian principle, 
spiritual motive or national purpose, we need one. Without it, our 


technology is a bag of tools.

4 Things Need 
To Be Done Now 


WASHINGTON—In the few days remaining 
before the start of the presidential nominating 
conventions, several constructive things might 


ee ee 


be done in the interests of both parties and the nation. First, it should 
still be possible to reach an agreement for a reasonable delay between 
the end of the conventions and the actual start of the campaign so 
that both nominees will have adequate time to rest and organize for 


the battle. 

Second, since Nikita Khrush- 
chevy seems determined to com- 
ment publicly on the American 
election, it should not be impos- 
sible to negotiate at least an in- 
formal agreement to avoid any 
undue exploitation of his re- 
marks’ for party advantage. 


Third, as in the elections of 
1952 and 1956, some formal ar- 
rangement ought to be made soon 
for official information briefings 
of all the presidential and vice 
presidential nominees, so_ that 
the election debate can proceed 
on the facts and avoid state- 
ments that might make the in- 
ternational situation worse than 
it is. 

Finally, it is not too early to 
begin summarizing all the major 
reports and studies now avail- 
able on important foreign and do- 
mestic questions, so that the new 
president will have at his dis- 
posal in November a manage- 
able report on the best thought 
available on the main issues now 
before the country. 


The recent speeches of Sen. 
Kennedy and Vice President 
Nixon clearly indicate the need 
on both sides for time for re- 
flection. 


As things now stand, both 


sides concede that they need time 
to get ready, but both are worry- 
ing about the other getting off to 
a head start. 


On the Krushchev point, both 
sides resent Communist interven- 
tion in the election and fear that 
the other may gain advantage 
as a result of his remarks, but 
again no effort is being made to 
discuss a gentleman’s agreement 
that might minimize the damage. 

There should be no trouble on 
the third point. President Eisen- 
hower has already said that he 
would be willing to arrange for of- 
ficial briefings of the nominees of 
the two conventions, but how this 
is done, and by whom, and how 
often are important considera- 
tions that must be discussed 
fairly soon.

Fortunately, there is scarcely 
a problem facing the nation in 
the next few years that has not 
been subjected to the most care- 
ful scrutiny by presidential, con- 
gressional or private commis- 
sions. 

Much of this remarkable li- 
brary of information is relevant 
to the new administration, but it 
is scattered and disordered and 
tangled with mountains of infor- 
mation that is not relevant.

Mike Monroney, Stevenson's 
principal senatorial ally, who lent 
Doyle his office for the press 
conference, is trying to see Butler 
to wangle some room at the inn. 


Doyle said Butler turns out to be_ 


a very. busy man. 


His estimate of the front-run- 
ner’s strength on the first ballot, 
based on his own nationwide in- 
vestigations, is about 600, or 160 
short of victory. Stevenson's first- 
ballot strength, according to 
Doyle, will be “beachhead” pro- 
portions—that is about 100. 

Doyle says that Mayor Richard 
Daly of Chicago, Gov.

WASHINGTON—The active supporters of 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson do not count themselves 


: as primarily engaged in a stop-Kennedy cam- 
paign. They are engaged in a nominate-Lyndon Johnson campaign. 
They believe it can be done. Nearly every political writer looks upon 
Sen. Johnson’s becoming the Democratic nominee as improbable bor- 


dering on the unattainable. But 
absolutely. 


The Johnson managers, includ- 
ing Speaker Sam Rayburn and 
Oscar Chapman, Secretary of the 
Interior under President Truman, 
see it as seriously attainable. 
Here is their reasoning: 


DELEGATE PICTURE — They 
believe that the current pro-Ken- 
nedy delegate claims are consid- 
erably inflated, either wishfully 
or deliberately in order to cre- 
ate a bandwagon effect.

He referred to a statement by 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson following the Communist 
conquest of the Chinese mainland. 
Acheson said then it would be 
best to “wait for the dust to 
settle.” 


The President said the United 
States should not permit Com- 
munist-inspired disorders to 
“‘weaken confidence” between the 
Japanese and American people or 
alter U.S. “basic policies toward 
Japan.” Is an obvious reference 
to some arguments that the United 
States should retaliate against 
Japan in the trade sphere, Eisen- 
hower said: 


“It would be a tremendous vic- 
tory for international communism 
if we were to permit the unhappy

Eisenhower said his good will

The President said, however, 
that he had no plans in mind for 
future trips in view of the fact 
that he leaves office next Jan. 20. 


“Considering the shortness of 
the time before next January, and 
the unavoidable preoccupations of 
the few months remaining, it 
would be difficult to accept any 
invitation for me, again, to go 
abroad,”’ he said. 


Nonetheless, Eisenhower said 
he “would not hesitate a second” 
to embark on another such trip 
“if any unforeseen situation or 
circumstances arising in the near 
future” convinced him that it was 
worthwhile. 


Eisenhower conceded the can- 
cellation of his Japanese visit 
was “disappointing.”

The statement had expressed 
the Soviet leader’s deep concern 
about “great” and ‘“‘serious’’ 
shortcomings in the propaganda 
by which Soviet people are to be 
raised and sustained. It said ideo- 
logical propaganda enjoyed only 
a “‘narrow sphere of influence.”” 


In essence the decree was a 
warning that Communists hold the 
line in two important respects: 


1. The desire for higher living 
standards must not diminish the 
national effort to expand Soviet 
and Communist power. 


2. Any easing of tension in the 
world must not lead to flirtations 
with “‘alien and bourgeois” ideas 
that would undermine Communist 
power at home.

“Will I get the electric chair?” 
Officers said this question appeared uppermost 


Monday in the thoughts of a 


17-year-old Doraville youth 


held in the DeKalb County jail on a murder warrant in 
‘the baseball-bat slaying of his mother. 


DeKalb Detective Capt. Ted L. 
Wayne, one of three officers who 
returned Richard Neyhart here 
from Reidsville, N.C., said the 
gangl younster was most con- 
cerned \over when he would be 
tried and what the punishment 
might be. 


Neyhart dictated a statement 
describing how he attacked his 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Virginia 
Neyhart, 45, with a baseball bat 
as she lay sleeping early Satur- 
day, Wayne related. 


The statement said the slaying 
followed a surprise birthday party 
which the mother and friends had 
given for the youth. Wayne said 
Neyhart told of driving his mother 
and a friend home from the party 
and then returning in his mother’s 
car. 


“‘He got together with some oth- 
er boys and they went to a drive- 
in theater and then to a minia- 


ture golf course,” Wayne said. 


‘“‘He told us when he got home his 
mother chewed him out for stay- 
ing out so late. He went on to 
bed but couldn’t sleep.” 


“About 30 minutes later,” 
Wayne said, “‘he got up, got the 
ball bat and went into the bed- 
room where his mother was sleep- 
ing and struck her several times. 
That’s what he told us.” 


The youth gathered his clothing, 
put it into his mother’s car, took 
$4 from her pocketbook and drove 
away, Wayne said. 


Wayne said Neyhart went to 
sleep in the car returning him 
to Decatur. “He woke up and 
asked if he would get the electric 
chair. We told him that was out 
of our hands—to put himself in 
the hands of God. He then wanted 
to know when he would be tried. 


‘“‘We explained to him that the 
case would have to be presented 
before the grand jury first and 
could not be brought to trial be- 
fore September.”

U.S. Felt Impact 


Texas Crash Far Reaching 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

The impact of an automobile 
crash in Texas years ago is 
being felt throughout the United 
States today. 


Because of that accident, 
which paralyzed her favorite 
uncle, Mrs. J. Ralph Ewing, 


National Safety Chairman of 
the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
American Optometric § Assn., 
changed the course of her life. 
Tributaries. of the path she 
chose have reached from her 
native Fort Worth into all of 
the 50 states. 


“[ was an_ impressionable 
teen-ager when my uncle was 
injured in an automobile acci- 
dent,”” recalled Mrs. Ewing. 
“He was in the hospital for 
weeks, paralyzed from the waist 
down. My mother and I spent 
many,, many hours at his bed- 
side.” 


REDUCE SLAUGHTER 


The ‘‘needless waste’’ of ar 
active human being through 
another ariver’s carelessness 


was brought home forcefully to 
the Texan and spurred an un- 
wavering interest in accident- 
prevention. Since then, Mrs. 
Ewing has worked steadily to 
help reduce “the terrible 
slaughter on our highways.” 


She began by selecting nursing 
as her profession, a direct re- 
sult of her uncle’s accident: ‘I 
was so impressed by the nurses’ 
work during his illness,’”’ she 
said, “‘that I decided right then 
to train for that profession.”’ 


During her training she 
worked in the emergency ward 
of a Texas hospital for several 


months. “Every weekend,” 
Mrs. Ewing said, ‘‘ambulances 
would drive up with men, 


women and children maimed in 
traffic accidents. Each was an 
unforgettable reminder of un- 
necessary highway hazards.” 


Later, as a surgeon’s assist- 
ant, she was constantly shocked 


by the increasing number of 
patients brought in from car 
wrecks. She felt her services 


as a nurse could be supple- 
mented by active participation 
in a campaign to reduce the 
traffic toll. 


TRAFFIC SAFETY 

Following her marriage to a 
prominent optometrist, Mrs. 
Ewing joined the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the AOA in Ft. 
Worth. The trim, vivacious 
Texan served the organization 
in numerous positions on a lo-. 
cal, state and national level. 
It was during this time that 
her interest in traffic safety 
took on a national flavor. 


During Mrs. Ewing’s term as 
national president of the AOA 
Auxiliary, she was responsible 
for the development of the first 
safety program sponsored by 
the group. She’s served as na- 
tional chairman of the safety di- 
vision since 1956. 


In addition to the auxiliary’s 
safety programs, Mrs. Ewing is 
active in a number of other 
safety minded © organizations. 
She’s on the board of directors, 
Texas Safety Assn., Governor’s 
Highway Safety Committee, 
Women’s Conference, National 
Safety Council, Women’s Advis- 
ory Group for the President’s 
Committee for Traffic Safety; 
General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, Nautilus Study Club, ex- 
Students’ Assn., Texas Christian 
University. 


Mrs. Ewing was honored in 


. Atlanta at a luncheon that high- 


lighted the opening day’s sched- 


ule of events for the auxiliary 
at the 63rd annual congress of 
the AOA, currently in session 
here. She was presented the 
Allstate Safety Crusade certifi- 
cate of commendation by Mrs. 
Agnes Beaton, Washington, D.C., 
director of Allistate’s Women's 
Safety Division. 


“‘No woman has done more to 
further the crusade for traffic 


safety than Mrs. Ewing,” 
praised Mrs. Beaton. 

VISION SCREENING 

Under the leadership and 


guidance of the gracious Texan, 
the woman’s auxiliary and the 
AOA launched the first national 


vision screening program for 
safety with the National Home 
Demonstration Council, one of 
the world’s largest women’s or- 
ganizations. Recognizing that 
“if safety is to become a reality 
on our highways, a more ade- 
quate driver licensing examina- 
tion must be established,” Mrs. 
Ewing developed a cooperative 
working relationship with the 
General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. She was the influential 
factor in having the federation 
join with the auxiliary in sup- 
port of driver licensing im- 
provement. 


Projects aimed at driver li- 
censing improvement vie with 


driver education programs in 
high schools for top interest of 
the auxiliary on a_ national 
scale. 


CREATE AWARENESS 


‘We need to create, through 
public education, an awareness 
to the need for driver education 
courses in high schools,” Mrs. 
Ewing said. 


Other traffic safety activities 
launched in Georgia and other 
states include driver training 
clinics for adults and teen-age 
traffic violators, vehicle safety 
checks, teen-age traffic safety 
conferences, and special vision 
and highway safety campaigns.

“T think a woman first must 
consider her figure,’ said Wal- 
ton Reeves. “After all a large 
woman would fare much better 
in a bust or a three-quarter- 
length portrait. And by all 
means she must wear a dark 
dress. A slender woman can 
get by wearing a pastel or any 
Necklines 
are important too, even though 
the styles change. A “‘V”’ neck 
should be worn by a= short 
necked woman and a woman 
with a long neck should wear a 
high neck. 


NO DOUBLE DATES 


“And never, never should a 
woman have dates with the hair- 
dresser and the photographer 
the same day. Many women 
make the mistake of dashing 
right from the dryer to the 
camera. No woman looks her 
real self with her hair set tight 
and of course naturalness is 
what you want in a picture. If 
she must have her hair set, two 
or three days before the camera 
date should be sufficient. 


“As for men, I think it is bet- 
ter that they wear winter 
clothes rather than the summer 
variety. The former clings bet- 
ter. If a man wears glasses, he 
should wear them when having 
his picture made. And like a 
woman, he should not have his 
picture taken the same day he 
has been to the barber shop for 
a haircut.’”’ 

Leonid Skvirsky gives some 
suggestions on that all impor- 
tant subject of make-up. 


“A woman should use the 
same make - up for her pic- 
ture as she wears in everyday 
life. That means she shouldn't 
try something new. However, 
she should use less or no rouge 
at all. Her eyes and eyelashes 
should be accentuated and her 
lipstick should be a medium 
shade. I do not approve of ex- 
cessive make-up before the cam- 
era or in everyday life and cer- 
tainly the overdone French style 
is not becoming in a_ photo- 
graph.”’ 


He also thinks that women 


should not wear a strong design 
in a dress and says that any 
color is good except dead white 
or dead black. Nine out of ten 
women look better with a V- 
shaped neckline. 


“T think a woman should have 
her hair done in the modern 
style but certainly she should 
avoid having it in tousled rag- 
ged lines. The soft style, close to 
her head, is far better.” 


Chester and Maude B. Elliott, 
a husband and wife picture- 
shooting team, both agree that 
the subject ‘“‘must be rested.” 


“A good night’s sleep does 
more for a person than all the 
dressing up and hair styling in 
the world,’ said Mrs. Elliott. 


“As for jewels, pearls photo 
graph better than rhinestones 
or even diamonds. 


“Accessories, such as things 
that interest him most, give a 
note of informality to a man’s 
picture. Also, they show him in 
a familiar setting.” 


Mr. and Mrs. Elliott also go 
along with the “‘no recent hair- 
cut” rule and the plain or solid 
clothes. 


TIME IMPORTANT 


Van Buren Colley thinks that 
time is one of most important 
factors for his photograph sub- 
jects to consider. 


“Men should always have 
their pictures made in the 
mornings but I must add that 
not the so-called morning-after- 
the-night-before situation. 


“A most important fact is 
that men must forget their of- 
fice cares and give a_ photog- 
rapher enough time for the ap- 
pointment. No man, whether 
subject or photographer, can be 
at his best if he is in a hurry 
and under tension because of 
another date hanging over his 
head. A man planning to have 
his picture made should not 
make any plans for the morn- 
ing, or whatever period of day 
is chosen.”

Most Waltonites with 
any experience at all—provided of course, that they 
are also blessed with at least a dab of gumption—go 
out of their way to keep from interfering with another 
fisherman, and otherwise conduct themselves as sports- 
men. They do unto others as they expect others should 
do unto them, and most of the real, honest-to-Ned out- 
doorsmen have a tendency to overlook such flagrant 
violations of courtesy, which can’t be anything but self- 
ishness and greediness.
